AXXY newspaper readers will take the. lib- 
erty of remaining unimpressed by the flour- 


ish with which the allied terms were submitted 
as a menacing "last word" to the Turks. 
It 


was diplomatic fudge, to cover up the rather 
patent fact that in essentials Turkey, has what 
Kemal demanded, from first to last. As this is 
written it is reported, although without con- 
firmation, that the Turks have accepted. No 
doubt before long there will be news dispatches 
and interviews inspired by an effort to show 
how the Turks faltered and gave 
in 
when 


France and Britain stood up to them. But the 
facts—the facts which will be stated with the 
most careful vagueness in these official utter- 
ances—remain that about all Britain and her 
reluctant ally have got out of the conference, 
all that had not been agreed upon in advance, 
is that the Turks will delay thirty days in 
taking back Thrace. That is not a very con- 
siderable victory. 


One imagines that the only 
reason 
the 


Turks could have had in pressing for immediate 
occupation of Thrace, rather than waiting for 
the Greeks to leave, was a desire to start some- 
thing with their enemies before the latter were 
out of reach. In preventing this bloodshed the 
allies did something, perhaps, but 
one 
can 


hardly imagine that Kemal was very deter- 
mined on the point. After all, Kemal is a wise 
and educated man, familiar with the western 
world. He realizes, if his barbarians do not, 
that somewhere there is a point beyond which 
the so-called Christian world will not tolerate 
massacre of its weak and helpless brethren by 
non-Christian fanatics. 
He 
knows, 
if 
his 


Islamic warriors do not, that in Armenia and 
in Smyrna the Turks have come very close to 
infringing this limit. With all he asked in his 
grip, he would hardly be insistent about more 
bloodshed to endanger the whole victory, just 
to satisfy the killing lust of his troops. One 
must conclude that his agreement to the allied 
terms—which are exactly like his demands ex- 
cept for a crossed T or dotted I here and there 
—was a hollow victory indeed for the Euro- 
pean negotiators. 


And so the Turk comes b.ack to Europe. 


In this phase of the result, at least, the world 
war is nullified. 
The stage is set for another 


cycle of oppression, unrest, rebellion and blood- 
shed in the Balkans. There was bred the spark 
which exploded the world war, if you recall. 


Birds Fly South

ACK FROST is beginning to get in his work 


up north in Canada. Birds soon fly south. 


-•These migratory 
flights 
are 
mysteries of 


science. How do they know- when to start and 
where to go and how to fin/1 their way? Bird 
migration "is a very old habit, an inborn in- 
stinct which was developed"ag6fc-ago, and which 
manifests itself year after year in a uniform 
manner and without any remarkable close con- 
formity to immediate conditions." 


This is Prof. J. Arthur Thomson's expla- 


nation in his "Outline of Science." In 
other 


words, the annual southward flight of birds is a 
habit developed gradually through thousands 
of years. One scientific explanation is that the 
Great Ice Age, when glaciers moved down from 
the north, drove birds south. When the 
ice 


slowly retreated, they flew back to their old 
homes in warm summer, but returned to the 
new homes in winter. One guess is as good as 
another. 


Ever wonder how fast birds travel when 


they migrate south? 
Some of them reach a 


sPeed of more than 50 miles an hour. When 
weary, as you have noticed, they camp for a 
rest—"hang around" a certain locality for a 
day or so. Ducks travel 44 to 59 miles an hour 
and small songbirds 20 to 3f* miles an hour, 
according to Colonel Meinertzhagen's observa- 
tions. The bird named the "swift" has been 
known to pass an airplane doing 68 miles an 
hour, and reaches a speed of more than 100 
miles when flying with all its energy and skill. 


Hunters, now oiling their shotguns, soon 


W'H be shooting wild geese and 
ducks. 
The 


travel 'in a sort of V formation, one side 


longer than the other, like a broken wishbone. 
Shoot the leader and the formation closes up, 
the next bird in line taking the fallen leader's 
place. Shoot the leader of some kinds of wild 
ducks and, say the Ojibway^ Indians, the flock 
flutters to the ground, preferably a swamp, and 
presently rises after much chattering in which 
they seem to elect a new leader. 


This is the sort of adventure, romance and 


mystery that flies over our heads and exists all 
around us in nature. And yet some people fre- 
quently yawn, bored with life, and complain 
that they can find nothing interesting.

Pordand cement, tov meet 
the exacting specifications 
of leading engineering soci- 
eties and the United States 
Government, must be 
ground so fine that at least 
78 per cent will pass a sieve 


' 
having 200 wires per linear 
inch. A silk handkerchief 
has but 110 threads per inch 
—an excellent quality of 
silk dress goods 187 threads. 
The watch in your pocket hardly 
calls for a morei complicated and 
carefully adjusted process of manu- 
facture than the making of cement^ 
Grinding is only one of the many 
operations Required to make it- 
Yet in grinding alone, see what is 
^required: 
The rocks from the quarry, often 
as big as a piand and heavier, go 
first into a gigantic "coffee mill" 
It bites at these huge chunks, 
chips them, and finally crushes 
them—to pieces six inches or so 
in diameter. 
Two finer mills follow, one after 
the oth'er, reducing the stones to 
the size of coarse sand. After this, 
they must be ground in a great re- 
volving cylinder half filled with 
steel balls, "until every cubic foot 
of the rock ha^ been reduced to 14 
billion pieces—until 85 per cent 
of them will shake through a sieve 
that will actually hold water, a sieve 
with 40,000 h&les to the square 
inch. 
And all of this is less than half the 


, 
^ 
necessary grinding. The coal must 
be ground, for the object of all 
this fine grinding of the raw ma- 
terials is only that it may be fused 
into crystalline clinkers. And to 
iuse it requires pulverized coal— 
or its equivalent. Most plants use 
pulverized coaL 
•' 


The coal must be ground as fin* 
as the raw stone. Eighty-five per 
cent of it or thereabouts must go 
through the sieve that holds 
•water. And that often means two 
grinding operations. 
There Is still the clinker'to be 
ground. It is glass-hard to begin 
with. It must be ground first to the 
fineness of sand, and then ground 
andreground in another cylinder 
of steel balls—until at least 78 per 
cent of it will go through the 
sieve woven finer than. silk. 


Huge bowlders to an impalpable 
dust. Common coal to an impal- 
pable dust, and finally, after the 
burning, glass-hard clinker to an 
impalpable dust.
